III.—Llection, Vaz ancies, ete: —The annual election was held in the month 
of August as usual, For the 13. vacancies advertised, 72 applications were 
received, but, another vacancy having occurred just before the eleciion, 14 of 
the most deserving girls were elected on the recommendation of the Sub-Com- 
mittee, consisting of the Very Rev. Father Marchal, s.J., the Rev. A. Kitchin, 
L. P. Pugh, Esq., and H. A. Bamford, Esq. Of tho girls elected, 3 were 
placed in the Loreto Boarding School, Entally, 3 in the Loreto Orphanage, 

ntally, % in the Pratt Memorial School, 3 in LaMartinitre, and 2 in the 
Calcutta Free School. The month of August having been found to be incon. 
venient for holding the annual election, specially on account of the fact 
that the foundationers elected have to join the schools in the middle of 1 
session, it was decided to change the date of elections in future to January, 
when the new term begins in all schools working under the European Code. 
Of the girls who ceased to belong to the foundation during the year, two 
found slnsas as teachers, while a third has learnt type-writing and hopes 
to secure an appointment soon. Another was retained ‘in the school hospital 
to learn sick-nursing. During the year there were 16 vacancies caused 
by the withdrawal of children by their parents or guardians, of whom 12 had 
attained the age of 17 years, the limit ordinarily allowed under the rules, It, 
however,-a girl elects to take u teaching, some extension of time is generally 
allowed, if the governors consider her fit to take up higher studies. One such 
extension was granted during the year. Three girls who were in poor health 
were, at the request of school authorities, transferred temporarily to the Dow 
Hill Girls’ Schoo! at Kurseong, while another girl, who had recovered from a 
severe attack of illuess, was sent for a short time to the Eden Sanitarium at 
Darjeeling for a change. Another girl who was suffering from consumption 
was placed in St. Vincent’s Home, 

At the close of the year there were 146 girls on tho foundation against 148 
in the preceding year.
